The illustration on this page is re- 
published from our issue of July 22. 
It shows Daisy Grace DeKol, the 
Holstein-Friesian cow that has just 
made the world’s records for butter 
for 7 days, 60 days and for 90 days. 
This cow produced more butter in 
seven days than any other cow of her 
age ever made, and the 60 and 90- 
day records are for the junior four- 
year-olds or younger. The 7-day rec- 
ord has been raised since the picture 
was first published. This cow is own- 
ed by Mr. Dan Dimmick and _ his 
brother G. A. Dimmick, Geauga Co., 
O. Last week the writer went to see 
this cow and the rest of the herd 
which is doing such good work in 
the way of large records and is bring- 
ing Ohio to the front with one of the 
best herds of registered cattle in the 
world. . 

Our first view of the farm gave us 
a favorable impression. There were 
the three large red barns and an ele- 
vator and feed mill for custom grind- 
ing, as well as for their own use, in 


a row, and the white houses present- 
ed a pretty contrast in color with a 
large maple grove in the back ground. 
We were fortunate in finding both 
brothers at home and were taken at 
once to the little lot where we were 
surprised to find five large deep- 
bodied cows of great capacity and ap- 
parently equal merit. During the 
past season these five cows have 
made records of 30 lbs. of butter in 
seven days, and we were told that 
this is more than any other breeder 
ever developed in one year. Four of 
these great cows were bred, raised 
and developed by the Dimmicks, 
which adds a great deal of satisfac- 


twenty-two days, produced 28 Ib. of 
butter in seven days, which is a iar- 
ger amount than was ever produced 
by a heifer of her age with first calf.

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junior four-year-old daughter, also a 
junior three-year-old daughter that 
has produced more butter in seven 
days than any other cow of her age 
ever made with first calf, and more 
in tihrty days than was ever produc- 
ed by a two-year-old. 

There are now about a hundred fe- 
males in this herd and every one 
traces back to one cow, and ali but 
four or five on the dam’s side. This 
is a record which Mr. Dimmick says 
he believes no other breeder in the 
United States can claim for any herd 
of equal numbers,*and the brothers 
attribute much of their success to 
this fact, and the great uniformity 
and excellence of the individuals seem 
to verify their belief.

stock in this herd and found that the 
milk is separated and nothing but the 
cream goes off the farm. The skim- 
milk is fed to the calves and pigs 
while. warm and sweet. The calves 
had a grain ration of bran, oats and 
corn before them all the time, and 
they show by their appearance that 
they never get hungry or wander over 
a dry, overstocked pasture to fight 
for their existence. 

This farm has been in the hands of 
the family for three generations, and 
the present owners started with 127 
acres. By their industry and good 
business methods they have increas- 
ed the size of the farm until they now 
have 700 acres. These facts impress- 


ed us very much as there are many 


men today who only lack the nerve 
to pay the price of a good registered 
cow and make the start. With an ex- 
ample of this kind it should be an in- 
centive to make the start—J. F.

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LETTER FROM M. H. GARDNER, 
SUPT. A. R. 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

The cool season has again come 
around, and all through the dairy 
states Holstein-Friesian cows are be- 
ginning to freshen. The number of 
new breeders taking up advanced 
registration work promises to be 








greater than ever before; but, with- 
out doubt, many are deterred because 
they do not know how to go about 
the work of getting their cows ‘into 
the Advanced Register by means of 
the official test. If such breeders will 
write me, I shall be very glad to give 
any desired information and to aid 
them in every possible way. Every 
year that passes increases the im- 
portance of test work, and no one 
can make any great success in the 
breeding of dairy cattle without it. 


Also the semi-official yearly test is 
growing rapidly in popularity and im- 
portance, and this popularity and im- 
portance promises to increase in- 
definitely. Many breeders new to this 
form of test have signified their in- 
tention of taking it up this fall or 
winter, and by so doing round out 
the test for the lactation period or 
year. If there are others who desire 
to take it up, but do not know how 
to proceed, all that is necessary is to 
write me. It should be remembered 
that a cow is only required to make 
one official test to be entered in the 
Advanced Register and have a num- 
ber assigned, and that at any time 
thereafter she may be entered in 
semi-official test without the neces- 
sity of making further official tests.

that will close during the next fiscal 
year, and so share in the prize money 
to be appropriated at the next an- 
nual meeting. It may be of interest 
to breeders to know that the Super- 
intendent of Advanced Registry in- 
tends at that time to ask for $15,000 
in prize money; and if he gets it, 
which is hardly doubtful, it will add 
50 per cent to the prize money ap- 
portioned to each of the four prize 
divisions. 

Also the Board of Officers has re- 
ferred the resolution proposed by 
Mr. R. B. Young at the last annual 
meeting to the Superintendent for 
consideration; the Superintendent to 
make a report on the same at the 
board meeting next June. The sub- 
stance of the resolution is that any 
registered Holstein-Friesian cow may 
be placed on semi-official test with- 
out being obliged to qualify for ad- 
vanced registration by making an of- 
ficial record; and that while the Su- 
perintendent is not to give such cows 
any official recognition during the 
test, and is neither to make monthly 
reports of credits to the owner nor 
enter any record made in the body 
of the Advanced Register nor assign 
any prize money, if the record made 
should equal the requirement under 
the semi-official rules for the age, the 
Superintendent is to enter the cow 
and her record in an appendix to the 
Advanced Register. 

If there are breeders who desire 
to enter their cows on _ semi-official 
yearly test under this plan, I shall be 
glad to hear from them; and both Mr. 
Young and myself will give all pos- 
sible assistance to aid them in mak- 
ing a success of it. Unless some 
breeders take up this plan, I shall 
have nothing on which to base a re- 
port to the Board. The future for 
Holstein-Friesian caitle never looked 
more rosy than it does at the present 
time; but those breeders make the 


greatest success who help themselves 
and the breed by making use of the 
Advanced Register. Do not put it 
off, make a start and you will sur- 
prise yourself.

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A GREAT COW LESSON. 





When the visitor enters the Na- 
tional Dairy Show (Chicago, Octo 
ber 26th to Nov. 4th,) he will see a 
string of a dozen cows stanchioned 
on the main floor. Above each cow 
will be a bulletin board ,upon which 
figures are being constantly marked 
up like the results of the ball games 
or stock quotations. This exhibit is 
the so-called demonstration herd, 
conducted by the dairy division of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculure. The 
demonstration herd will be just such 
as is found on thousands of farms in 
the United States. It will be fed by 
experts, and every step in connectioa 
with the management will be explain- 
ed. The demonstration will  illus- 
trate the most common mistakes in 
the feeding and management of a 
dairy herd, and will also attempt to 
show how these mistakes may be 
remedied. Trials will be conducted 
to show the relative economy of dif- 
ferent rations and the results that 
follow when all the cows in a herd 
are fed alike. It will show why each 
cow should be fed according to her 
productions. 

The value of record keeping will 
be illustrated by the actual records, 
the milk from each cow being weigh- 
ed daily, the weights of all feeds con- 
sumed recorded and the cost of same 
charged to the individual cow. 

The amount of butter fat produced 
ky each cow will also be kept. 
Various kinds of modern 
equipment wil]l be seen in use,

Several lectures will be given daily 
by men prominent in dairying.

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SHOW YARD VS. PERFORMANCE 
TYPE. 


Those who are interested in the 
controversy over Show Yard Type vs. 
Performance Type, if there are two 
distinct types in dairy cows, will be 
vitally interested in Classes 14 and 
15, at the Sixth National Dairy Show 
(Chicago, October 26th to November 
4th), for senior and junior cows hav- 
ing yearly records made under the 
supervision of the State Experiment 
Stations. The awards in these two 
classes will be made on the basis of 
the breed score, “plus one point 
each 20 pounds of butter fat 
250.5 pounds for a two year old, with 
an additional minimum requirement 
of 1-10 of a pound for each day the 
heifer is over two years old, at the 
time of beginning the test up to a to- 
tal of 366 pounds minimum require- 
ment for a mature cow.”

Blanche and her full 
sister are the only two full sisters 
each having over 33 lbs. butter in 7 
days, and each having given over 
100 lbs. milk in one day A. R. O. 

Several of the bulls are by Paul 
and out of daughters of Duchess, a 
combination of breeding. I think all 
will concede is hard to excel. The 
dams are all nice straight cows and 
heavy producers but none have yet 
been officially tested and for that 
reason we are going to sell these 
bulls at a very low figure.

POWDERED MILK POPULAR IN 
NEW ZEALAND. 


New Zealand powdered milk is ap- 
parently gaining considerable repu- 
tation on account of its nutritious 
and keeping qualities, and it has be- 
come a formidable rival of condens- 
Ik Much attention has been 
paid to perfecting the process of pre- 
Paring powdered milk, so as to elimi- 
nate the difficul! which usually oc- 
curs in preserved milk preparations, 


am 
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the rising of the fatty globules to the 
top when mixed with water. The 
powdered milk is said to be much 
more digestible and more suitable for 
infants’ food than condensed milk, as 
it is thoroughly sterilized and con- 
tains no cane or beet sugar; also the 
casein, in the process of drying the 
milk, is divided into fine particles as 
it is in human milk. 

Powdered milk as_ produced here 
contains about 26 per cent butter fat, 
22.9 per cent proteids, 42.8 per cent 
milk sugar, and 5.6 per cent mineral 
salts. It consists of a flaky powder 
of cream color. Very complete steri- 
lization is obtained during the pro- 
cess of drying off the water, but lit- 
tle or no alteration occurs in the es- 
sential elements of the milk. The 
milk is dried within two hours of its 
being drawn from the cow, the cans 
into which the milk is received hav- 
ing previously been washed in lime 
water, then in cold water, and finally 
sterilized with steam. Tuberculosis 
is guarded against by veteriary in- 
spection of the cows, and also by the 


sterilization of the cans, which in-, 


sures the destruction of all bacilli.

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PROGRAM OF THE AMERICAN 
DAIRY INSTITUTE. 

The American Dairy Institute will 
hold its meetings Friday, November 
3rd, at the National Dairy Show, 
Chicago. The officers of this associa- 
tion came to the conclusion, after 
much deliberation, that it would not 
be wise to attempt to cover the whole 
field of dairying in the time allotted 
to this association, but devote the 
entire day to alfaflfa and _ silage. 
These crops are of vital importance 
to the dairymen of this country and 
there are several reasons why they 
are important. 

First. ‘Alfalfa will produce more 
digestible nutrients per acre than 
any other agricultural crop. A yield 
of four tons of alfalfa hay per acre 
produces about 4000 Ibs. of digestible 
nutrients, 880 lbs. of which are di- 
gestible protein. 

Second. Corn comes next to al- 
falfa in the production of nutrients 
for the cow. An acre yielding ten 
tons of green corn will produce about 
3400 Ibs. of digestible nutrients. 

Third. No crops complement each 
other better for feeding the dairy 
cow than corn and alfalfa. The corn 





put into the silo furnishes the suc- 
culence for the cow and a large 
amount of heat produring elements. 
Alfalfa provides the dry roughage 
and is rich in the element protein 
which is so necessary to the growing 
animal and the cow producing milk. 
In short alfalfa.and corn have a pro- 
ductive feeding value that cannot be 
excelled by any other combination of 
roughage grown on the farm. 

Fourth. When alfalfa is used prop- 
erly in the rotation it is beneficial 
to the soil. 

These subjects will be thoruoghly 
discussed by men who are well in- 
formed as to the value of alfalfa and 
corn as foods for dairy cows the 
preparation of the soil for growing 
alfalfa and the relative amounts of 
digestible nutrients produced by al- 
falfa and corn compared with timothy 
wheat, oats, and many of the other 
crops.
